New Method of Treating the Seeds 


Has Been Discovered at 


the University. 


Madison. WJs.—More than tho en- 


tire cost «if the rural Hchool system 
of the state of Wisconsin 
Is 
the 


amount of money that the farmers 
lose In this state through the ravages 
of tho oat -smut. 
During the last 


three years the agricultural experi- 
ment station of Wisconsin, connected 
with the university, has conducted 
extensive Investigations which have 
demonstrated that the loss to the 
farmers In the state by reason of 
oat smut has been $m.r.00,0()0 or $•«,- 
500.000 annually. 
The entire tree 


Bchool system of the state-. accord- 
Ing to the figures of the stale super- 
intendent of public Instruction, has 
cost approximately 9ll.riOO.000 or less 
than $4.000,000 annually. 
A conser- 


vative estimate, therefore, of 
the 


loss by reason of oat srnnt in Wis- 
consin exceeds the cost 'of the rural 
schools by something llko $2.000.000 
for the period of the last'three yearn, 


nansom A. Mooic. agronomist .-• of 


tho agricultural experiment ' station, 
has discovered a method of eliminat- 
ing the loss by oat smut nnd has al- 
ready brouglit It Into successful tmo 
liy a goodly number of tho formers of 
the state. Mr. Moooro refers to the 
oat smut loss as a tax upon tho farm- 
ers larger than that for tho 
rural 


school system. 


"No farmer need have tho smut tax 


levied upon lilm." says Mr. Moore, 
"for he can prevent all loss from 
smut by treating the seed grain in 
an Inexpensve manner before sow- 
Inn." 


The method of prevention of smut 


Is to treat the seed with a solution 
of formoldehyd. Ono pint of formal- 
ilehyd will treat thirty bushels of 
oats. Tho method la simple. The so- 
lution should be made by using one 
pint of forty per cent formnhlchvd 
10 thirty-six gallons of water. Tho 
solution should bo placed In barrels 
or a tan!c and the bags of oats should 
be submerged In the solution for at 
least ten minutes. Gnnny sacks aro' 
preferable, as they allow tho solu- 
tion the more readily to soak through 
tho grain and tho more readily rtrnln. 
When the bags of seed grain are with- 
drawn from the solution they should 
be drained, to save the solution not 
taken tip by the seed. Then the grain 
should be spread on a floor or'canvas 


to Ury. One or two diiy.H, depending 
i;a tnu wuutlier, will lit- enuugh lo 
properly dry the treated grain. 
Al- 


ter the treatment the oath swell con- 
siderably and it la necus^ary to Hut 
the uowing drill so that It will now 
about a himiiul moru of tliu treated 
Heed to the acre than It would ot tliu 
untreated dry need.

treaded effectively Huvuinl woulcs 
or 


even months before sowing, but when 
they arc to be kept lung the drylni: 
miuiihl bo more thorough.

fective for barley, except that for 
barley thb Holntlon should be strong- 
er, one pint of funnaldehyd to 
a 


twenty gallons of water instead of 
thirty-six gallons as for outs.

solution Is not poisonous and 
will 


not Injure hands or clothing. Treat- 
ed oats should not he fed to horses* 
unices mixed with oat.i that have not 
boen treated, In equal quantities.

to vote' for all the candidates nominated by any narty, should make a cross mark. X, under tho party designa- 
tion printed at the top of the 'ballot In the circle mado for that purpose. • A ballot so marked and having no 
other mark, will bu counted for nil tn0 candidates of that party In the column underneath, unless the names ot 
some of the candidates of tho party ltavo been erased or a cross mark be placed In the square under the name 
or at any place In the space occupied oy tho namo or names of candidates In another column, and -will be 
counted- for any namo written In lion or one erased.
